Banking group: Eurozone 
already in recession 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
eurozone has sunk into reces¬ 
sion, a leading international 
banking organization said yes¬ 
terday, adding that conditions 
in the 17-nation bloc had dete¬ 
riorated swiftly. 

"The situation in the euro 
area has taken a serious turn 
for the worse in the past 
month," the Institute of Inter¬ 
national Finance said in global 
outlook report. 

"The economy has tipped 
into what we believe to be a re¬ 
cession, which will only serve 
to widen budget deficits and 
weaken bank asset quality fur¬ 
ther," the IIF said. 


Incoming economic data 
for the just-ended third quarter 
and the early fourth quarter 
have been weaker than ex¬ 
pected, the Washington-based 
trade group said. 

The IIF economists high¬ 
lighted a rise in unemployment 
in Germany, Europe’s biggest 
economy, and slowing indus¬ 
trial production in the euro¬ 
zone. 

For all of 2012, GDP was 
expected to shrink 1.0 percent 
from this year, said the IIF, 
which represents more than 
450 banks and financial insti¬ 
tutions in more than 70 coun¬ 
tries.

Studies show between 38- 
40% of the island children to 
be obese, and 70% of the 
adult population. Minister Dr. 
Visser explained some of the 
reorganization, which they 
insist will in no way result in 
the loss of any jobs. How¬ 
ever, the work of IDEFRE 
staff will be more encom¬ 


passing towards promoting 
healthy lifestyles generally, 
rather than only scheduling 
and supervising sporting 


events. 

A focal point of the pro¬ 
gram will be a state of the art 
“Health Bus,” which will 
offer services to schools, 
neighborhoods and busi¬ 
nesses, including educational 
programs and superficial 
health testing for diabetes, 
cholesterol and other warning 
signs of possible chronic con¬ 
ditions. 

The Minister cited the fact 
that the UN Health Organiza¬ 
tion has decided to reclassify 
such chronic health problems 
as diseases, which opens up 
the possibility of funding of 
services to prevent and treat 
many ailments stemming 
from obesity.

Dutch set to live longer 


— The life expectancy of ba¬ 
bies born between 2000 and 
2010 has increased substan¬ 
tially, according to Statistics 
Netherlands. Life expectancy 
for males has risen from 75.5 
to 78.8 years old, for females 
it’s gone up from 80.6 to 82.7. 

Men who reached 65 in the 
same period are now expected 
to live a further 17.6 years; up 
from 15.3. Women in the same 
age group may live an addi¬ 
tional 20.8 years, as opposed to 
19.2. 


The likeliehood of 60 year- 
olds reaching 80 has also in¬ 
creased substantially, from 52 
percent in 2000 to 63 percent 
last year. The increase for 
women in this group is smaller, 
but three quarters of women 
are expected to reach 80 years 
of age. A third of 65-year-old 
women will make 90 if morta¬ 
lity rates remain the same as 
they are now. Almost 20 per¬ 
cent of men aged 65 may now 
expect to live until their 90s.

Holiday time is also a time 
to give thanks, and Kiki parti¬ 
cularly cares to thank her 
partner in rescuing those sad 
creatures which others have 
abandoned or abused. These 
are the veterinary clinics of 
Contreras, which has been a 
steadfast supporter for years, 
and their protege, Natalie

Booi, who opened her own 
Animal Care Clinic in Pa- 
radera a couple of years ago. 

It takes a great deal of pa¬ 
tience and heart to join in the 
often extensive treatment 
needed to save some dogs, 
particularly those who have 
been hit by cars, or have ex¬ 
treme degrees of tick fever; 
however, as Kiki has proved 
over and over again, they can 
be rehabilitated and live 
happy lives for years after. 
Kiki is well aware, in her 
constant efforts to find her 
abandoned charges good 
homes, most of the older 
dogs will not be appealing to 
potential adopters, so she 
cares for over 80 in her home 
and is working hard to raise 
the funds for Aruba’s first, 
proper, no-kill refuge 

Kiki acknowledges she 
could not fulfill what has be¬ 
come her mission in life, 
without the spirit of these hu¬ 
mane veterinarians, who fight 
alongside her to save a dog 
that has no owner, with the 
hope they will eventually 
find it a loving home. 
Presently she has a number of 
healthy puppies that would 
make wonderful holiday gifts 
to children who will be 


taught properly how to care 
for and raise a canine compa¬ 
nion to be a devoted, life long 
friend who will not be aban¬ 
doned when it is no longer 
convenient to care for. 

Those interested in adop¬ 
ting a puppy or one of the 
more than 100 stray or aban¬ 
doned dogs in Kiki’s care can 
do so by calling her at 565- 
2130 or 742-8732. You can 
also report an animal in need 
of assistance, as she main¬ 
tains an Animal Ambulance 
to rescue them. Her expenses 
for feeding all the animals 
she has taken in are astro¬ 
nomical, as well as her veteri¬ 
nary bills. One can help by 
paying on her account at the 
Contreras Clinics in Shaba or 
Savaneta, or to Animal Care 
Clinic, phone number 582- 
8382, as well as directly to 
the bank account of Cas Ani¬ 
mal Foundation, CMB Bank 
account # 25762110. If you 
are not an island resident and 
wish to adopt a dog, Kiki will 
assist you in the process, as it 
is much easier to return to the 
U.S. with an Aruban dog than 
you might think.

Good News for the employee, 
the employer...? 


ORANJESTAD - Based on 
article 13 section 1 of the 
Government Decree on Min¬ 
imum wages, a Minister of 
Labor can, after consulting 
the Social Economic Coun¬ 
sel (SER), mandate an ad¬ 
justment to the minimum 
wage of the country in the 
event there was a cost of liv¬ 
ing increase between the pe¬ 
riod of one year. Apparently 
between August 2010 and 
August 2011, Aruba has had 
such a cost of living increase 
as evideced by the cost of 
living index. 

From the Central Bureau 
of Statistics, we learn that 
Aruba’s inflation stands now 
at 6.8%. Once this figure 
was reported, Minister Odu- 
ber began the process of ad¬ 
justing the minimum wage 
to compensate for the in¬ 
crease. 

The Social Economic 


Counsel, after carefully 
studying the matter, submit¬ 
ted their recommendation to 
the government. They con¬ 
cur that an adjustment is 
warranted, and that the min¬ 
imum wage could/should be 
increased by 4%. 

Hence, based on all the 
advice received, the council 
of Ministers decided to in¬ 
crease the minimum wage. 
This decision was not taken 
lightly, according to govern¬ 
ment sources. 

They deliberated long 
over the matter; they exam¬ 
ined all aspects and conse¬ 
quences of such a decision. 
They examined the influence 
that a salary increase would 
have, for example, on AZV, 
the Pension Fund, the ongo¬ 
ing negotiations in the Na¬ 
tional Social Dialogue, and 
on the General Obligatory 
Pension to yet be approved 


by Parliament. 

Minister Oduber has for¬ 
mally announced that via a 
Government Decree, the 
minimum wage will be in¬ 
creased by 4% as of January 
1st, 2012. This means that as 
of January 2012 the mini¬ 
mum wage will be set at 
FIs. 1.604,60. 

The government was 
pleased with the response 
from all parties in the Na¬ 
tional Dialogue. They of¬ 
fered advice, positive 
counsel and unanimously 
agreed on the implementa¬ 
tion of an increase in the 
minimum wage. 

While this is great news 
for employees, the question 
has been raised if employers 
consider this good news for 
them? 

Employers are the ones to 
foot the bill for this increase.

Peru won't 
seek life in 
prison for 
Van der 
Sloot 

LIMA— Peruvian prosecutors 
will seek a 30-year sentence 
rather than a life term in the 
murder trial of Joran Van der 
Sloot, who is accused of 
killing a 21-year-old business 
student, the judiciary said. 

Van der Sloot has con¬ 
fessed to killing Peruvian 
Stephany Flores last year after 
meeting her in a casino in 
Lima. 

Mario Amoretti, a Peruvian 
lawyer specializing in criminal 
law, said the public had ex¬ 
pected prosecutors would try 
for a stiffer sentence against 
Van der Sloot but they had to 
scale back their plans because 
of sentencing guidelines for 
murders in which robbery 
could be the primary motive. 

If convicted and sentenced 
to a 30-year prison term, Van 
der Sloot would be eligible for 
parole after serving 10 years. 
The trial is expected to start in 
about four months. 

Peruvian police said Flores, 
the daughter of a wealthy busi¬ 
nessman, was robbed and 
killed on May 30, 2010, five 
years to the day after Holloway 
disappeared. 

Van der Sloot has told po¬ 
lice he strangled Flores after he 
found her looking at his laptop 
computer in his hotel room. 
The laptop contained emails 
about Holloway’s death. 

Van der Slot, reportedly 24 
years old, fled to Chile after 
Flores’ death but was arrested 
there and returned to Peru for 
questioning. 

The murder probe brought 
renewed attention to the case 
of Holloway, who vanished 
during a high school gradua¬ 
tion trip in the Dutch 
Caribbean island of Aruba, 
where Van der Slot was living.

S.America takes aim at 
foot-and-mouth disease 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Agricul¬ 
ture ministers from six South 
American countries agreed at a 
meeting yesterday to make the 
eradication of foot-and-mouth 
disease a regional priority. 

The Brasilia gathering fol¬ 
lowed a foot-and-mouth out¬ 
break in Paraguay in Sep¬ 
tember that led to a temporary 
ban by Brazil on all imports of 
beef, pork, and live cattle and 
pigs from its small neighbor. 

"The eradication of foot- 
and-mouth disease is a priority 
for the region," ministers and 
top officials from Argentina, 
Brazil, Bolivia, Chile, Para¬ 
guay and Uruguay said in a 
final statement. 

Participants said the out¬ 
break, which affected 13 ani¬ 
mals in Paraguay's province of 
San Pedro, 400 kilometers 
(250 miles) north of Asuncion 
and triggered an alert in the en¬ 
tire region, was deemed to 
have been brought under con¬ 
trol. 

In reaction to the outbreak, 
Uruguay, where beef is the top 


export, immediately closed its 
borders to animals, animal 
byproducts and certain goods 
from Paraguay. 

Argentina, the sixth largest 
beef exporter, then issued a 
food health alert and suspen¬ 
ded imports from Paraguay. 

Beef is the number two ex¬ 
port for mostly rural Paraguay, 
totaling $650 million last year. 

"As a region, we are going 
to focus on identifying the 
causes and prevent this type of 
outbreak from recurring in 
each of our regions," Para¬ 
guay's Agriculture Minister 
Panfilo Alberto Ortiz told a 
press conference. 

His Argentine counterpart 
Julian Dominguez hailed re¬ 
gional coordination in con¬ 
fronting the outbreak. 

"Together we will be 
stronger," said Brazil's Agri¬ 
culture Minister Jorge Alberto 
Mendes Ribeiro. 

The ministers called for in¬ 
ternational assistance to 
Paraguay.

Obama jabs Congress as he pardons 
turkey 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama per¬ 
formed his seasonal role of 
pardoning a Thanksgiving 
turkey yesterday, joking it was 
one duty he could perform 
without approval of an ob¬ 
structive Congress. 

Obama reprieved a 45- 
pound (20-kilogram) turkey 
called Liberty and an under¬ 
study named Peace from the 
butcher's knife and the birds 
will gobble out their golden 
years on George Washington's 
estate in Mount Vernon, Vir¬ 
ginia. 

"Some of you may know 
that recently I have been taking 
a series of executive actions 
that don't require congressional 
approval," Obama said. 

"Here's another one. We 
can't wait to pardon these 
turkeys," he said using the 
catchphrase he uses to bypass 
his Republican foes and sign 
job creating measures into law. 

"Otherwise they would end 


up next to the mashed potatoes 
and stuffing." 

"The turkey's name is Lib¬ 
erty, and along with his under¬ 
study named Peace he has the 
distinction of being the lucki¬ 
est bird on the face of the earth. 
Right now, he's probably one 
of the most confused." 

Obama quipped that the 
birds, pardoned under the 
North Portico of the White 
House, had undergone media 
training to prepare for their big 


day in the media spotlight. 

On a serious note, he urged 
US citizens to give thanks for 
their blessings on the famed 
American holiday on Thurs¬ 
day, and to remember those 
who are less well off. 

The tradition of granting a 
presidential pardon for turkeys 
only dates back to president 
George Bush in 1989, but 
Thanksgiving was first cele¬ 
brated by pilgrims who fled re¬ 
ligious persecution in England. 


US says will not alter missile shield 
plan in Europe 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States will not alter its 
plans to deploy a NATO mis¬ 
sile defense system in eastern 
Europe, US officials said yes¬ 
terday, adding the shield was 
not aimed at Russia. 

"The United States has been 
open and transparent with Rus¬ 
sia on our plans for missile de¬ 
fense in Europe, which reflect 
a growing threat to our allies 
from Iran that we are commit¬ 
ted to deterring," insisted Na¬ 
tional Security Council 
spokesman Tommy Vietor. 

And he added: "In multiple 
channels, we have explained to 
Russian officials that the mis¬ 
sile defense systems planned 
for deployment in Europe do 
not and cannot threaten Rus¬ 
sia's strategic deterrent." 


He was speaking after Rus¬ 
sia warned it could deploy mis¬ 
siles on the EU's borders to 
strike against the planned mis¬ 
sile defense facilities. 

President Dmitry Medvedev 
said Moscow was prepared to 
deploy short-range Iskander 
missiles in the Kaliningrad en¬ 
clave that borders EU members 
Poland and Lithuania. 

Romania and Poland have 
agreed to host part of a re¬ 
vamped US missile shield 
which Washington said is aimed 
solely at "rogue" states like Iran 
but Moscow believes would 
also target its own capability. 

NATO member Turkey has 
also decided to host an early 
warning radar at a military fa¬ 
cility near Malatya in the 
southeast. 


Vietor said the implementa¬ 
tion of the missile system in 
eastern Europe "is going well 
and we see no basis for threats 
to withdraw from it." 

"We continue to believe that 
cooperation with Russia on 
missile defense can enhance 
the security of the United 
States, our allies in Europe, and 
Russia, and we will continue to 
work with Russia to define the 
parameters of possible cooper¬ 
ation," he added. 

"However, in pursuing this 
cooperation, we will not in any 
way limit or change our de¬ 
ployment plans in Europe." 

A Pentagon spokesman also 
stressed yesterday that the sys¬ 
tem was not aimed at Russia, 
but sought to deter any ballistic 
missile threat from Iran. 
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French court 
approves 
Noriega's 
extradition to 
Panama 

PARIS (AFP) - A French ap¬ 
peals court ruled yesterday that 
former Panamanian dictator 
Manuel Noriega could be ex¬ 
tradited to his homeland to 
serve time for crimes commit¬ 
ted during his iron-fisted rule 
in the 1980s. 

Noriega, a former US ally 
who ruled Panama from 1983 
until his overthrow in a US in¬ 
vasion in 1989, spent more 
than 20 years in a US jail be¬ 
fore being extradited in 2010 
to France where he was con¬ 
victed of money laundering. 

Yesterday’s ruling comes 
after the United States agreed 
to a second Panamanian extra¬ 
dition request. US approval is 
required because US authori¬ 
ties sent Noriega to France in 
April 2010 while he was ser¬ 
ving time in a Miami jail. 

One of Noriega’s lawyers 
said last week that the fallen 
leader should be home for 
Christmas and might not even 
go to prison because of the 77- 
year-old's alleged ill health. 

A longtime intelligence 
chief who became the coun¬ 
try's military ruler in 1983, 
Noriega spent 21 years in a 
Miami prison on drug charges 
after his overthrow, and then 
was extradited to France, 
where he was sentenced to six 
years in prison on charges of 
laundering money for the 
Medellin drug cartel. 

Panama wants him extra¬ 
dited from France to serve 
three 20-year sentences for the 
murders of three opponents — 
Hugo Spadafora, a doctor and 
former deputy health minister, 
in 1985; Captain Moises 
Giroldi in 1989; and union ac¬ 
tivist Heliodoro Portugal in 
1970. 

Panamanian authorities also 
want to judge Noriega — nick¬ 
named "pineapple face" for his 
pockmarked skin — for other 
crimes committed during 
under his regime. 
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Clooney, Ronaldo called as witnesses in Berlusconi sex trial 


MILAN (AFP) - An Italian 
court ruled yesterday that 
George Clooney and Cristiano 
Ronaldo can be called as wit¬ 
nesses in ex-prime minister Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi's trial for having 
sex with an underage prostitute. 

Lawyers for Berlusconi 
want the Hollywood heart- 
throb and Real Madrid football 
star to help defend their client 
from charges of paying for sex 


with a 17-year-old girl and 
then pressuring police to get 
her freed from custody. 

The two are being called in 
an attempt to discredit the 
woman, Karima El Mahroug, 
better known by her stage 
name as "Ruby the Heart 
Stealer," who claims Clooney 
was at a raunchy party she at¬ 
tended and says she had sex 
with Ronaldo. 


Clooney had already denied 
the claim and has said that he 
could testify. Ronaldo dis¬ 
missed El Mahroug's assertion 
as "totally false". 

The two are among 78 star 
witnesses including several 
former government ministers, 
a Neapolitan singer and two fa¬ 
mous starlets being called by 
the defence, according to the 
list approved yesterday. 


Prosecutors are calling a 
total of 136 witnesses including 
Moroccan-born El Mahroug 
and 32 other young women 
who attended parties at the for¬ 
mer premier's luxury villa near 
Milan where the underage sex 
crime allegedly took place. 

During police questioning,

Heart disease: Long-term study proves 
benefit of statins 



PARIS (AFP) - Statins safely 
reduce the risk of cardiovascu¬ 
lar illness even years after 
treatment is stopped, accord¬ 
ing to a probe into the popular 
cholesterol-busters published 
on Wednesday. 

Statins work by blocking a 
liver enzyme that makes fatty 
molecules which line arterial 
walls and boost the danger of 
heart disease and strokes. 

With worldwide annual 
sales of more than 20 billion 
dollars, the drugs have been 


dubbed "the aspirin of the 21st 
century" because of their ben¬ 
efit and wide use. 

But lingering questions per¬ 
sist about their long-term 
safety for the heart, liver and 
cancer risk. 

Researchers at the Heart 
Protection Study Collabora¬ 
tive Group in Oxford looked 
at 20,536 patients at risk of 
cardiovascular disease who 
were randomly allocated 
40mg daily of simvastatins or 
a dummy look-alike over 
more than five years. 

During this period, those 
who took the statins saw a re¬ 
duction in "bad" LDL choles¬ 
terol and a 23-percent 
reduction in episodes of vas¬ 
cular ill-health compared to 
the placebo group. 

The monitoring of the vol¬ 
unteers continued for a further 
six years after the trial ended. 

The benefits persisted 
throughout this monitoring pe¬ 
riod among those volunteers 


who stopped taking the statins, 
the investigators found. 

In addition, there was no 
emergence of any health haz¬ 
ard among those who had 
taken, or were continuing to 
take, the drugs. 

A large number of cancers 
(nearly 3,500) developed dur¬ 
ing this follow-up period, but 
there was no difference in can¬ 
cer incidence between the 
statin and placebo groups. 

"The persistence of benefit 
we observed among partici¬ 
pants originally allocated sim¬ 
vastatin during the subsequent 
six-year post-trial period is re¬ 
markable," said one of the in¬ 
vestigators, Richard Bulbulia. 

A previous investigation in 
November 2010 found that 
long-term use of statins was 
less risky than thought for 
people with non-alcoholic 
fatty liver disease (NAFLD), a 
common liver ailment. 


Bulgaria choking 
on hazardous air 


SOFIA(AFP) - Air quality in 
Bulgaria has deteriorated 
sharply over the past week 
with dust pollution up to five 
times over the norm, posing a 
grave health risk, the environ¬ 
ment ministry said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The concentration of fine 
dust particles in the air was 
over five times the norm of 50 
micrograms per cubic metre in 
the western town of Pernik on 
Monday and four times in the 
capital Sofia. 

"This pollution is typical for 
winter days without wind. It is 
due to the massive use of coal 
for heating," both in thermal 
plants and by individual 
households, Serafimov said. 

The latest UNDP Human 
Development Report issued on 
November 2 found that Bul¬ 
garia, along with Armenia and 
Romania "lead the world in 
deaths from outdoor air pollu¬ 
tion". 

"Long-term exposure to 


outdoor air pollution causes 
respiratory disorders, immune 
system damage and carbon 
monoxide poisoning, among 
other deleterious effects," it 
said, citing industrial pollution 
as a serious health risk. 

A Bulgarian doctor cited by 
24 Hours also warned of a 
heightened risk of heart attack 
and stroke. 

Bulgaria's latest census in 
February found that 57 percent 
of all households burn wood 
and coal for heating, which is 
much cheaper than electricity 
or central heating. 

Only 13.7 percent of house¬ 
holds had access to central 
heating, while gas use was 
limited to a mere two percent. 

Bulgaria's heating plants, 
which run on coal or fuel oil, 
old second-hand vehicles 
without catalytic converters 
and dusty roads that are rarely 
washed also contribute to 
urban smog, a recent environ¬ 
ment ministry report said. 


Learn from Shakespeare, 
study tells doctors 


PARIS (AFP) - Doctors 
should read up on Shake¬ 
speare, according to an un¬ 
usual medical study that says 
the Bard was exceptionally 
skilled at spotting psychoso¬ 
matic symptoms. 

Kenneth Heaton, a doctor at 
the University of Bristol in 
western England, trawled 
through all 42 of Shake¬ 
speare's major works and 46 
genre-matched works by con¬ 
temporaries. 

He found Shakespeare 
stood out for his ability to link 
physical symptoms and men¬ 
tal distress. 

Vertigo, giddiness or dizzi¬ 
ness is expressed by five male 
characters in the throes of 
emotional disturbance, in "The 
Taming of the Shrew", 
"Romeo and Juliet", "Henry 
VI Part 1", "Cymbeline", and 
"Troilus and Cressida". 

Eleven instances of breath¬ 
lessness linked to extreme 
emotions are found in "Two 
Gentlemen of Verona", "The 
Rape of Lucrece", "Venus and 
Adonis" and "Troilus and 
Cressida". 


Grief or distress is con¬ 
veyed through symptoms of 
fatigue in "Hamlet", "The 
Merchant of Venice", "As You 
Like It", "Richard II" and 
"Henry IV Part 2". 

Meanwhile, coldness and 
faintness, emblematic of deep 
shock, occur in "Romeo and 
Juliet", "Julius Caesar", 
"Richard III" and elsewhere. 

"Shakespeare's perception 
that numbness and enhanced 
sensation can have a psycho¬ 
logical origin seems not to 
have been shared by his con¬ 
temporaries, none of whom in¬ 
cluded such phenomena in the 
works examined," Heaton ob¬ 
serves. 

Shakespeare can help doc¬ 
tors today who face patients 
whose physical state masks 
underlying emotional prob¬ 
lems, he suggests. 

"They could learn to be bet¬ 
ter doctors by studying Shake¬ 
speare. This is important 
because the so-called func¬ 
tional symptoms are the lead¬ 
ing cause of general 
practitioner visits and of refer¬ 
rals to specialists."

Peruvian gold mine, locals 
clash over resources 


'Emissions gap* 
overshadows 
warming target: 
UNEP 



LIMA (AFP) - Residents in 
the northern city of Cajamarca 
plans a mass protest today to 
vent their anger over a new 
mine they say will harm agri¬ 
culture and livestock by relo¬ 
cating water supplies. 

The protest against the $4.8 
billion Conga Project, run by 
US-based Newmont Mining 
Corporation, threatens to be¬ 
come violent as protesters 
plan to block roads and close 
down businesses. 

People in the region '’cate¬ 
gorically” reject the project, 
said Wilfredo Saavedra, head 
of the Cajamarca Environ¬ 
mental Defense Front, a coali¬ 
tion of groups that will 
participate in the strike. 

Cajamarca, known as the 
city where the last Inca em¬ 
peror filled a room with gold 
to pay ransom for his release 
from Spanish conquistadores, 
is located in the Andes 870 
kilometers (550 miles) north¬ 
east of Lima. 

Newmont already runs 
Yanacocha, South America's 


largest gold mine, located 
some 70 kilometers (40 miles) 
north of Cajamarca. 

The conflict exemplifies 
the problems that President 
Ollanta Humala faces in trying 
to balance the needs of the 
people who elected him — 
mainly the country's poor and 
working class — with the de¬ 
mands of the mining industry, 
the engine of Peru's economic 
growth in the past years. 

At the heart of the conflict 
is access to water: the Conga 
Project involves moving the 
water from four lakes located 
high in the mountains into 
reservoirs the company would 
build. 

Locals however say the 
reservoirs do not adequately 
replace the lakes, which also 
provides ground water for 
agriculture and for raising 
livestock. 

"President Humala has let 
us down by affirming that it is 
possible to find a balance be¬ 
tween water and mining — that 
is impossible,” Saavedra told 


AFP. He urged the president to 
live up to his campaign prom¬ 
ise to "defend Cajamarca” 
against the abuses of the min¬ 
ing companies. 

Humala, a leftist nationalist 
former army major who took 
office in July, "has been ab¬ 
ducted by the country's power¬ 
ful groups,” said the president 
of the Cajamarca region, Gre¬ 
gorio Santos. 

The Congra Project envi¬ 
ronmental impact study was 
approved under the previous 
president, Alan Garcia. The 
company says it meets all in¬ 
ternational environmental 
safeguards. 

Mining in Peru generated 
last year some $15 billion, and 
this year mining exports are 
expected to be above $25.5 
billion, according to govern¬ 
ment figures. 

Friction between mining 
operations and local residents 
however has also increased. 

Some 30 people were 
wounded on November 10 in 
clashes with police in the 
south-eastern province of 
Apurimac as locals tried to 
stop area mining. Locals and 
police have also clashed in An- 
cash province over mining re¬ 
sources, and Garcia was 
forced to cancel a major Cana¬ 
dian mining project in the 
southern province of Puno be¬ 
fore leaving office due to mas¬ 
sive protests.

-(AFP) - The gap between 
what is being pledged to tackle 
carbon emissions by 2020 and 
what is needed remains as 
wide as ever, perhaps wider, 
the UN said on Wednesday. 

Reporting ahead of world 
climate talks, the UN Environ¬ 
ment Programme (UNEP) said 
annual carbon emissions 
would have to fall by around 
8.5 percent compared with 
2010 to bring Earth on track 
for reaching a commonly-ac¬ 
cepted goal for warming. 

In 2010, the last UN climate 
conference in Cancun, Mex¬ 
ico, decided to limit the in¬ 
crease in global average 
temperature to two degrees 
Celsius (3.6 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit) over pre-industrial levels. 

The UNEP report sketched 
scenarios giving a "likely” 
chance — more than 66 percent 
— of meeting this target. 

Annual emissions that in 
2010 were 48 billion tonnes of 
carbon dioxide equivalent 
(C02e), a standard benchmark 


of greenhouse gases, would 
have to peak before 2020 and 
then fall to 44 billion tonnes of 
C02e in that year, it said. 

Yet the report also pointed 
to a possible widening in the 
"emissions gap,” a term de¬ 
scribing the difference be¬ 
tween carbon-curbing pledges 
and what is needed to reach the 
2 C (3.6 F) objective. 

Last year, UNEP estimated 
that this "emissions gap” was 
set to be between five and nine 
billion tonnes in 2020. 

Its new estimates are higher, 
at six to 11 billion tonnes, "but 
are still within the range of un¬ 
certainty of estimates,” the up¬ 
dated report said. 

The size of the gap depends 
on how rigorously pledges are 
implemented and monitored, it 
explained. 

Assuming that the 2020 
global carbon curb is reached, 
emissions would still have to 
be followed by a steep decline, 
of an average of 2.6 percent 
per year, UNEP cautioned

Eurobonds no magic solution to crisis, 


says Dutch Minister 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Eu¬ 
robonds are not a magic solu¬ 
tion to the eurozone’s current 
crisis, but rather stricter fiscal 
discipline and budget supervi¬ 
sion, the Dutch Finance Minis¬ 
ter said yesterday. 

"Eurobonds are not a magic 
solution to the current crisis 
and could even worsen it," Jan 
Kees de Jager said in a press 
release. 

"Although I do not exclude 
eurobonds in the long run, we 
have to do first things first and 
that means establishing strict 
supervision and enforcement 
of budget discipline," he said. 

The European Commission 
yesterday reopened the debate 
on the eventual creation of 
pooled eurozone government 
borrowings, seen as a way of 
helping resolve the debt crisis. 

Jose Manuel Barroso, EU 


Commission head, unveiled a 
feasibility study on the cre¬ 
ation of eurobonds in Brussels. 

EU Commissioner Olli 
Rehn has also promised strict 
fiscal conditions would be at¬ 
tached to the creation of any 
eurobonds. 

Foreign Affairs State Secre¬ 
tary Ben Knapen said he wel¬ 
comed the EC’s proposals to 
ensure budgetary discipline 
was tightened. 


BERLIN (AFP) - A German 
bond auction failed yesterday, 
sparking concern the debt cri¬ 
sis could strike at the heart of 
the eurozone as European 
leaders bickered about what to 
do next. 


"Though some may feel 
these proposals go too far, we 
would like to strengthen the 
Commission's hand even fur¬ 
ther within the current treaty as 
to ensure credible rules for all 
and exceptions for none," he 
said in a statement. 

Knapen goes even further: 
"The Commission, as far as we 
are concerned, could even go a 
step further to ensure en- 
forcibility." 


Investors shunned an issue 
of German 10-year bonds, con¬ 
sidered the gold standard of 
eurozone debt, making bids of 
only 3.9 billion euros ($5.2 bil¬ 
lion) for the 6.0 billion euros of 
securities on offer. 

While Berlin downplayed 
the outcome, Austria's central 
bank head and European Cen¬ 
tral Bank (ECB) governing 
council member Ewald 
Nowotny called it an "alarm 
signal." 

The German Finance 
Agency deemed it a "reflection 
of the extraordinarily nervous 
market conditions," and a 
spokesman insisted it does not

Consumer credit increases in September 


Summary of the Monthly 
Bulletin for September 2011 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of September 2011 that 
consumer credit increased by 
Afl. 8.1 million (+1.5 percent) 
in September 2011 compared 
to the previous month. This 
growth is, for the most part, at¬ 
tributed to more aggressive 
lending campaigns, in particu¬ 
lar for car loans, during the pe¬ 
riod under review. While 
consumer credit is at its high¬ 
est level for this year, it still re¬ 
mains below that of September 
2010, indicating that Aruba is 
still on the path to recovery. 
The upturn in consumer credit 
caused a rise in claims on the 
private sector (+Afl. 4.6 mil¬ 
lion), which, together with 
growing claims on the public 
sector (+Afl. 18.1 million), and 
a decrease in other domestic 
factors (-Afl. 4.6 million) re¬ 
sulted in an expansion of Afl 
18.0 million in the net domes¬ 
tic assets. On the other hand, 
net foreign assets (excluding 
revaluation differences of gold 
and foreign exchange hold¬ 
ings) declined by Afl. 18.8 mil¬ 
lion (-1.5 percent) to Afl. 
1,238.1 million, which is still 
within an acceptable range. As 
a result, money supply con¬ 
tracted by Afl. 0.8 million to 
Afl. 3,217.4 million. 

During September 2011, 
the number of stay-over visi¬ 
tors grew by 9.3 percent or 
5,460 visitors compared to 
September 2010, attributed 
mainly to the Latin American 
market (+5,749 visitors or 
+36.3 percent), with Venezuela 
dominating in this market seg¬ 
ment (+40.5 percent). In con¬ 
trast, cruise tourism fell to 
4,652 passengers, a 37.8 per¬ 
cent decline when compared to 
the same period of 2010. 


The consumer price index 
(CPI) for October 2011 regis¬ 
tered a 6.5 percent hike com¬ 
pared to the same month of 
2010, related largely to higher 
utility and gasoline prices. The 
energy and food components 
of the CPI contributed with 5.0 
percentage points to this accel¬ 
eration. The 12-month average 
inflation rate reached 3.2 per¬ 
cent in October 2011. 

In September 2011, tax re¬ 
venue dropped by Afl. 6.8 mil¬ 
lion (-9.5 percent) when 
compared to the same month 
of 2010. Decreases were 
recorded in the receipts from 
taxes on income and profit (- 
Afl. 2.7 million), foreign ex¬ 
change tax (-Afl. 1.0 million), 
taxes on property (-Afl. 1.6 
million), and taxes on services 
(-Afl. 3.1 million). The latter 
is, however, associated with 
the introduction of the tourist 
levy following the new sui 
generis status of the Aruba 
Tourism Authority . The fall in 
tax revenue was partly miti¬ 
gated by an increase in the re¬ 
ceipts from taxes on com¬ 
modities, where import duties 
rose by Afl. 1.8 million, along 
with an Afl. 0.7 million rise in 
the turnover tax (B.B.O.).

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Queen still reigns 20 years on from 

Mercury's death 


LONDON (AFP) - Freddie 
Mercury died 20 years ago on 
today but his star has only 
burned brighter in the two 
decades since, with Queen and 
their larger-than-life frontman 
as popular as ever. 

The British rockers, mark¬ 
ing their 40th anniversary this 
year, are among the world's 
biggest-selling artists ever — 
with most of their sales com¬ 
ing in the 20 years since Mer¬ 
cury died. 

Queen's guitarist Brian May 
and drummer Roger Taylor are 
busier than ever and Mercury's 
songs such as "Bohemian 
Rhapsody" and "Don't Stop 
Me Now" still endure as clas¬ 
sics. 

The Independent on Sunday 
newspaper said the singer's 
death "seemed a mere hiccup 
in his career". 

In the years since, Mer¬ 
cury's stock has risen, with a 
new generation of artists citing 
Queen among their influences, 
including Lady Gaga, Robbie 
Williams, Foo Fighters and 
Muse. 

Mercury, 45, died at his 
London home on November 
24, 1991. He had been diag¬ 
nosed HIV positive several 
years earlier and died of 
bronchial pneumonia, brought 
on by AIDS. 

Queen's lead singer is re¬ 
membered for his captivating 
live performances, spellbind¬ 
ing vocals and enduring hits 



including "We Are The Cham¬ 
pions", "Killer Queen", "Crazy 
Little Thing Called Love". 

The jukebox musical 
"We Will Rock You", 
launched in 2002, still 
plays to a packed house 
in London and has been 
staged around the 
world from Australia to 
South Africa, 

Japan, Europe and 
Las Vegas. 

With interest 
still high, a film about 
Mercury, starring 
Borat creator Sacha Baron 
Cohen, is in the 
pipeline, focusing on 
the years leading up to 
Queen's stellar performance 
at the Live Aid concert in 
1985. 

"Even though physically he 
is not here, his presence seems 
more potent than ever," May 
wrote in a blog marking Mer¬ 
cury's 65th birthday in Sep¬ 
tember. 

"He will always epitomise 
the perfect frontman — the 
consummate channel of com¬ 
munication between a band 
and an audience. "He de¬ 
voured life. He celebrated 
every minute. And, like a great 
comet, he left a luminous trail 
which will sparkle for many a 
generation to come." 

In a statement on November 
23, 1991, Mercury confirmed 
from his death bed that he had 
AIDS. 


Within 

24 hours he had fallen into a 
coma and passed away, having 
handled his illness in private 
and never complained of his 
suffering. 

As one of the highest-pro- 
file victims of AIDS, his death 
brought greater awareness of 
the virus and helped remove 
the stigma from a disease now 
ravaging southern Africa. 

In a 1987 interview, Mer¬ 
cury told journalist David 
Wigg he had no fears of be¬ 
coming a lonely, rich 70-year- 
old. 

"I've lived a full life and if 
I'm dead tomorrow, I don't 


give a damn. I really have 
done it all," he said. 

Born Farrokh Bulsara 
on September 5, 
1946 to a Parsi Indian 
family living on 
the East African 
spice island of 
Zanzibar and 
educated at an 
English- 
style boarding 
school in 
India, the 
shy teenager ar¬ 
rived in Lon¬ 
don when his 
family fled the 
1964 Zanzibar 
revolution. 

The classic image 
of Mercury is him in his 
1986 touring costume, 
moustachioed and with one 
fist raised to the sky, a pose 
captured in the statue of him in 
Montreux on the Swiss shores 
of Lake Geneva. 

When they felt able, his 
three bandmates painstakingly 
produced full tracks from 
scraps of vocals an ailing Mer¬ 
cury had recorded there in 
1991, in precious hours when 
he could muster the strength. 

Once he could no longer 
record, Mercury decided to 
come off his medication. 

The subsequent album, 
"Made In Heaven", released in 
1995, is one of Queen's best 
sellers. 

Facing up to life without 


Mercury was tough. 

May plunged into severe 
depression, having also lost his 
father and his marriage and 
contemplated suicide. 

Like May, Taylor produced 
two solo albums in the 1990s, 
but despite their efforts to 
move on from Queen, they 
learned to embrace their 
legacy. 

Bassist John Deacon retired 
in 1997 and has vanished from 
the public eye, though May 
and Taylor have his blessing to 
carry on. 

Launching the rock theatri¬ 
cal "We Will Rock You" in 
2002 was a gamble that paid 
off, breathing new life into 
Queen's music by allowing 
fans to enjoy their hits played 
live. 

More than 13 million peo¬ 
ple have seen it worldwide, in¬ 
cluding 5.5 million at 
London's Dominion Theatre. 

A sequel is planned, using 
songs not in the existing musi¬ 
cal, though the original keeps 
packing out theatres. 

Queen went back on the 
road again in 2005 when they 
joined forces with former Free 
singer Paul Rodgers. 

Their collaboration 

spawned giant arena tours plus 
a studio album "The Cosmos 
Rocks" (2008) before Rodgers 
returned to his solo career. 

One outdoor show in 
Kharkiv — Queen's first in 
Ukraine — played to 350,000 
people, highlighting the endur¬ 
ing support for the band.

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Ferrer hands Djokovic rare 
defeat

LONDON (AFP) - World 
number one Novak Djokovic 
was beaten for only the fifth 
time this year as Spain's David 
Ferrer booked his place in the 
semi-finals of the ATP World 
Tour Finals with a 6-3, 6-1 vic¬ 
tory on Wednesday. 

Djokovic had won 70 of his 
previous 74 matches during a 
majestic campaign, but the 
Serb was completely out¬ 
played by fifth seed Ferrer, 
who joins Roger Federer in the 
last four at London's 02 Arena. 

Although Djokovic has en¬ 
joyed one of the greatest single 
seasons in tennis history after 
winning three Grand Slam ti¬ 
tles and five Masters crowns, 
he has been flagging in recent 
weeks. 

The 24-year-old has been 
hampered by back and shoulder 
injuries since winning the US 
Open and was forced to with¬ 
draw from the Paris Masters. 

On the evidence of this 
lacklustre effort, the Tour Fi¬ 
nals might be a tournament too 
far for Djokovic, although he 
can still qualify for the semi-fi¬ 
nals with a win over compa¬ 
triot Janko Tipsarevic on 
Friday. 

Both players walked on 
court knowing they could seal 
their place in the last four with 
a victory, although Ferrer 
needed to work slightly harder 
than his opponent as only a 
straight-sets triumph would be 
enough, while Djokovic could 
afford to win by any margin 
and still go through. 

However, Djokovic was 
below his best against Tomas 
Berdych in his opening Group 


A match on Monday — he had 
to save a match point before 
eventually coming through in 
the final set tie-breaker — and 
Ferrer was able to take advan¬ 
tage of another tired display. 

Djokovic squandered an 
early chance to seize the mo¬ 
mentum when he lofted a fore¬ 
hand well long on break point 
in the fourth game and Ferrer 
was able to scramble a service 
hold from a tricky position. 

Ferrer had given a ruthless 
performance against the ailing 
Andy Murray in his straight 
sets win on Monday and the 
Spaniard was in obdurate 
mood again. 

While Ferrer is unlikely to 
ever attract the headlines gar-

latter stages of Grand Slams 
and in the upper echelons of 
the rankings. 

His remarkable consistency 
from the baseline makes him a 
tough nut to crack as Djokovic 
discovered when the 29-year- 
old produced a fizzing fore¬ 
hand to break for a 4-3 lead. 

Ferrer's clever shot selection 
was keeping Djokovic was es¬ 
tablishing any rhythm and the 
Serb shook his head forlornly 
as another unforced error gave 
away a second break to end the 
first set. 

Djokovic was under pres¬ 
sure again in the second game 
of the second set. He saved 
two break points but couldn't 
stave off a third as Ferrer un¬ 
loaded a fierce winner from the 
baseline. 

Ferrer was just too solid in 
every aspect of the game for 
Djokovic to harbour much 
hope of a comeback and the 
Spaniard underlined his supe¬ 
riority with one more break be¬ 
fore serving out a win almost 
as impressive as Federer's 
demolition of Rafael Nadal on 
Tuesday.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Negoti¬ 
ations aimed at ending the 
NBA lockout that reached it’s 
146th day on Wednesday have 
resumed with the goal of end¬ 
ing the money squabble in 
time to play games on Decem¬ 
ber 25, according to reports. 

ESPN and The New York 
Times, citing unnamed 
sources, said the talks began 
on Tuesday between attorneys 
for both sides because of an 
anti-trust lawsuit filed last 
week by players against the 
league. 
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NBA club owners, claim¬ 
ing $300 million in losses last 
season among 22 of the 
league's 30 clubs, locked out 
the players when the prior col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement 
expired on July 1. 

Negotiations on how to di¬ 
vide about $4 billion in annual 
income never produced a deal, 
with owners demanding a 50- 
50 revenue split and players, 
who made 57 percent in the 
old deal, unwilling to surren¬ 
der more than 53 percent. 

As a result, the league has 
called off all games from No¬ 
vember 1 through December 
15 and without a deal by the 
weekend, the popular nation¬ 
ally televised Christmas Day 
games are also like to be lost. 

This season's NBA sched¬ 
ule for December 25 features 
Miami at Dallas in a rematch 
of last season's championship 
series won by the Mavericks 
over LeBron James-led 
Miami, plus Boston at New 
York and Chicago at the Los 
Angeles Lakers. 

The league would com¬ 
ment only that "it remains in 
favor of a negotiated resolu¬ 
tion" to the deadlock that is 
threating to wipe out the entire 
season. 

Should the framework of a 
deal be hammered out by 
lawyers, the union could be re¬ 
vived and the lawsuit scrapped 
in order for players to adopt a 
new deal. 

In the only prior NBA sea¬ 
son shortened in a money 
fight, each team played 50 
games in the 1998-99 season, 
which did not start until Feb¬ 
ruary after a deal was reached 
in early January. 

About a month would be 
needed from signatures on a 
contract to opening tip off 
given that there has been no 
free agency or contract signing 
period for clubs in the wake of 
the shutdown and pre-season 
camps would be needed.

Holiday offers first sibling rivalry of coaches

BALTIMORE (AFP) - Fam¬ 
ilies usually come together 
for American Thanksgiving 
holiday, but today’s NFL hol¬ 
iday schedule features a first- 
ever clash between teams 
coached by rival brothers. 

San Francisco 49ers coach 
Jim Harbaugh, who has 
guided his club to a 9-1 start, 
will be tested against his 


brother John, coach of the 
Baltimore Ravens (7-3), in 
one of three holiday games 
with major implications in 
the standings. 

In addition to the clash of 
division leaders at Baltimore, 
the unbeaten Green Bay 
Packers (10-0) visit Detroit 
(7-3) while Dallas (6-4) will 
play host to Miami (3-7). 


But the sibling showdown, 
a potential Super Bowl pre¬ 
view, has sparked the biggest 
conversations, in part be¬ 
cause no brothers have ever 
been on opposite sides as 
head coaches in an NFL 
game. 

’’There’s not a lot of time 
to really think about the 
warm and fuzzy reunions, the 
nostalgia,” Jim Harbaugh 
said. 

”1 definitely think it was 
very considerate of the NFL 
to reunite the brothers on 
Thanksgiving. I think that’s 
going to be very difficult for 
our team. There’s no question 
that we drew the short end of 
the straw on this one.” 

The 49ers’ coach said he 
expects the Ravens will be 
his team’s toughest foe yet as 
they try to stay one game be¬ 
hind Green Bay in the chase 
for a home-field playoff 
edge. A victory and Seattle 
loss on Sunday would seal a 
playoff berth. 

’’There’s a little bit more to 
it because they are brothers,” 
star 49ers defender Patrick 
Willis said. 

Jim Harbaugh, the 
younger of the siblings by 15 


months, noted that no NFL 
team has had to travel from 
one coast to another for a 
Thanksgiving game since 
1975 until his team was given 
the task this week. 

’’You probably want to 
peel back the onion some 
more and get into my soul, 
but this week my brother is 
just somebody we’re trying to 
beat,” Harbaugh said. ’’Doing 
my job as it relates to our 
team preparing for the game 
is first and foremost. ”1 think 
it’ll probably be a big deal for 
my parents.” 

The 49ers, who have been 
solid on defense all season, 
will have a short week to pre¬ 


pare for the Ravens and one 
of the NFL’s toughest de¬ 
fenses, but San Francisco 
quarterback Alex Smith was 
trying to follow his game- 
week routines. 

”It’s business as usual, 
staying with our routine,” 
Smith said. ’’There will be 
obstacles for us that we have 
to overcome. It will be a 
crammed week.” 

San Francisco, enjoying 
its first winning season since 
2002, lost 27-24 in over-time 
to Dallas in the second week 
of the season. They are on an 
eight-game win streak, some¬ 
thing the 49ers last achieved 
in 1997.
